“Dealing With Enemy 


Department of Trade and Commerce 
Asks Firms to be Careful - 

The department of trade and com: 
merce has issued a statement urging 
that Canadian firms conducting busi- 
mess w.th Uruguay -should do°'so 
through British or neutral firms rath- 
er than throug. the agency of Ger- 
tian lirms, however much they may 
be disguised by working through 
German sources. The government 
has been advised of hides from Uru- 
guay being shipped to United States 
ports for transshipment to Canada 
through German firms in Urguay. This 
virtually means trading with the ene- 


ny. 

There is also evidence of Germans 
working through Dutch firms and 
oliering to supply goods’ that ‘fori.- 
eriy came from enemy countries. 
Warnings have been issued against 
Canadians patronizing such houses 
operating under tne guise of Dutch 
manufacturers.

Customs Receipts Very Satisfactory 


Customs receipts for the month of 
August, 1915, according to official fig- 
ures, amounted to $8,330,604.04, This 
total isivery slightly under that of 
August,’ 1914, when receipts showed 
the. result ofthe heavy ex-warehous- 
ing of bonded liquors in anticipation 
of the tariff increase. The receipts 
for August last year. exceeded those 
of last month by only $53,202.50. 

The statement. for thig year is ac- 
cordingly regarded py officials of the 
customs department as in every way 
saisfactory. The receipts for the five 
months of the*present fiscal year for 
all departments amounted to $36,731,- 
165.01, -against °$37;125,639.92 for the 
corresponding period of 1914-15.

, “It. is. to. be recalled,” he says, 
‘that in thé beginning of February 
hopes in'the submarine warfare rose 
high, and it was widely believed that 
just as the British fleet had cut off 
our imports from overseas, §0 our 
submarines would have little diffi- 
culty in doing the same to England. 
A part of our press, unfortunately, is 
responsible four the axaggerated ex- 
pressions which the public frequent- 
ly hitched to the rubmarine warfare 
On merchant shipping. It was often 
emphasized here tLat with an expert 
estimate of the submarine weapon 
and particularly with consideratgon 
of the quantity and so forth, of our 
submarine fighting forces, the result 
of the new method of 
warfare could be gathered only after 
a considerable time. Ever and again 
we counselled patiencs. 

“How necessary this was is. shown 
by the simple fact, which it is today 
considered unwise.to conceal, that 
the result of the activities of .our 
Submarine in warfare on commeres 
is regarded in wide circles—let us | 
Say—as very modest. 

“According to. an announcement 
by competent authority there were 
sunk up to July 25 by our submarines 
229 British and 300 other hostile 
ships, that is to say about 1.5 ships 
a day since February 18. The line 
of the submarine warfare results -ran 
in strong curves. There have been 
weeks - in which scarcely a single 
enemy ship was torpedoed, others in 
which one or more dozen ships weru 
destroyed. Thus the Reuter Bureau 
reported that in the week ended Aug- 
ust 4, six, British merchant and nines 
fishing vessels were gunk by Ger 
man submarines. It was added that 
1,435 ships had arrived at ‘the ports 
of the United Kingdom, and departed 
from them. One may regard this 
number as possibly too high,’ and 
may think that probably they wer. 
in Many Cases the same ships. But 
it is probably not to be doubted that 
in all events, at least, one thousand 
ships trafficked with British ports 
in a week. If we consider the -e- 
sults of our submarine activities up 
to now, that is to say, of these one 
thousand ships ten were. jestroyed— 
it is understandable that many a one 
will not declare himself satisfied. 

“To attack one thousand five hun- 
dred vessels which visit English ports 
in a week requires not a small num- 
ber of submarines. According to th» 
Nauticus of 1914, we had in May, 
1914, 28 finished submarines. The 
statements of the book are also based 
upon official sources. Now it is often 
assumed that ‘such a little submar- 
ine’ can be completed in the briefest 
time. But.a modern high seas sub- 
marine is by no means ‘small.’ It dis- 
places one thousanc tons or more, and 
ig this Considerably larger tat 
pedo poat. 

“Inasmuch as it represents a col- 
lection of the most subtle miniature 
mechanisms, and in view of the fact 
that everything aboard a submarine 
must be fashioned for the smallest 
possible space, it becomes evident 
that the period for building a U boat 
cannot be quite as short as we might 
wish. There is no more complicated 
instrument of battle than the submar- 


ine, and that means also’ that its 
direction and manipulation, cannot b 
quickly learned, and that before a 


commander and his crew are entrust- 
ed to their boat and before it can be 
reported ready for service, a consid- 
erable time must elapse. 

“At the beginning of the war our 
submarines laid low a series of war- 
ships, and now we hardly hear of 
anything of that sort. We speak at 
times, of ‘naval heroes of the submar- 
ine.’ There is no better school than 
the war. Only, it is regrettable that it 
is not we also who learn it. To re- 
proach the Englishman with ‘poor 
seaman,’ is only worthy of a child, 
They understand how to defend 
taemselves, and now they shave 
thought up Many a measure of «o- 
fence and safety. It is made ever 
more difficult for our submarines i) 
get into the vicinity of the enemy 
ships and to launch a torpedo. 

“A large warship outside of a safe 
harbor is nowadays a rarity. If, on 
the other hand, it is obliged to take 
to sea,’ hundreds of eyes - equipped 
with glasses gaze out carefully from 
its railings for the danger announc- 
ing periscopes, ang an escort. of tor- 
pedo boats madly criss crossing 
through .the water gurrounding it. 
England hag more than three hund- 
red torpedo boa’ destroyers and tor- 
pedo boats, more than 100 submiarin os 
and hundreds of armed fishing boats 
and other escorting vessels that are 
all assigned for the insurance against 
submarine danger. 

“Thus the submarine warfare {1s to- 
day verily not a simple matter.”

Marconi operators employed on At- 
lantic linerg say that the demand 
made by the» British navy for opera- 
tors is 80 great that when a steamer 
arrives in Liverpool] or London there 
is an order waiting for the men to be 
sent to another vessel ready-to go 
to sea. ‘ 

Up to the present 6,250 Marconi 
operators have gone to the navy, an. 
1,000 of that number have left the 
merchant service permanently. They 
are ‘rated on, joining » as warrant 
officers and mess with the gunner, 
bo'sum and carpenters, and are paid 
about $50 per month. So far Marcon: 
operators serving in the warships 
have earned one Victoria Cross, one

Moving the Crops 





Big Crop Will Swell the Earnings of 
Railways 

After a long period of decreasing 
earnings, broken only occasionally by 
improvements which were not main- 
tained, the Canadian railways are 
likely to receive a long hoped for and 
well deserved increase in earnings 
as @ result of the enormous grain 
crop this year. It is estimated that 
in moving the total grain crop of 
more than half a billion bushels the 
three roada will earn between $40,- 
000,000 -and $50,000,000, and the ef- 
fect of this both on the roads *them- 
selves and on other branches of 
commerce will be very great. From 
the wheat crop alone it is calculated 
that a sum of $24,000,000 will be 
earned. — 

For a long time the steady drop 
in railway earnirgs has been a 
cause of some concern. Various 





reasons have been attributed for the 


—~among....others....being the 

falling off in immigration, the busi- 
ness depression and the increased 
competition of one road against an- 
other. . 
In no one branch of commercial 
activity, however, does the harvest 
so greatly reflect prosperity or the 
reverse ag in the Canadian railways. 
These roads, whore western _ busi- 
ness, although being developed and 
increasing with the growth of the 
country is not of enormous propor- 
tions during the entire year, depend 
to a large extent on the harvest,

“I regard this Prussian Eagle with 
apprehension, and while others vaunt 
his: daring glances toward t) sun, 
I look the more attentively at his 
claws. 


“I could not trust this Prussia, this 
tall, ~pietistic hero in gaiters, this 
braggart with the capacious maw 


carrying a corporal’s staff, which ho 
first dips in holy water before bring- 
ing it down upon one's ead. 

‘Tl had great misgivings about this 
medley of beer, deceit and Branden- 
burg sand. 

“Repulsive, deeply repulsive to me, 
was ever this Prussia, this pedantic, 
hypocritical, sanctimonious Prussia— 
this -Tartuffle among jnations. . 

“Prussia has made Use of its most 
thunderous demagogues to preach to 
the -world that all Germany ought to 
be Prussian—Hegel himself has been 
obliged to demonstrate the adven- 
tages of servility.” 

Disablement Fund Grows 

‘The disablement fund which is be

Cost of Stopping Trains 

In the compaign which the Ohio 
railroads made for higher passenger 
rates in that state all kinds of sta- 
tistics were filed with the legislation 
committee. : 

Probably the statistics dealing with 
train stops, filed by President Wil- 
lard, of the Baltimore and Ohio, were 
among the most interesting. This 
memorandum asserted that it costs 
from $1.35 to $1.85 to stop a passeng- 
er train at a station on the Ohio 
roads, or at an average of about $1-80 
a stop. 

In other words, says the Wall 
Street Journal, with a train making 
17 stops there would be a cost to the 
railroad of $27.50 for the starting and 
stopping alone. Among the items en- 
tering into the cost of stopping a 
train, the most important is coal, rs 
when a train is stopped the air brake3 
are applied and the coal ig used to 
generate the steam which compresses 
the air. 

There is a great wear and tear on 
equipment because of these stoppages, 
and the car wheels, the brake shoes 
and the rails are worn away because 
of friction. In starting after a stop 
there is a great expenditure of steam 
in getting under headway, and there 
is more wear and tear on equipment.

English Founder of Turkish Navy 

The Turkish navy of the past owed 
almost its existence to an English 
sailor, Hobart Pasha, a bold buc- 
caneer, who was born in the Vic- 
torian age. 

He retired from the English navy 
in 1863, and during the American 
war he became a blockade runner 
with hair breadth escapes innumer- 
able. After the war he entered the 
Turkish service, suppressed the Cre- 
tan rebellion by intercepting the sup- 
plies from Greece and then reorganiz- 
ed the Turkish fleet so well that the 
Sultan appointed him marshal of the 
empire.

Looking to Western Canada for Flax 


Signs are not lacking that a real 
industry can be made in the west with 
its flax fibre. Already old country fac: 
tories are at their wits’ ends to pro- 
cure raw material, the Russian market 
being practically cut off and the sup- 
ply in any event being very much re- 
duced. According to information which 
hag reached the city, the flax fibre is 
already up $15 a ton in Great Britain 
and a firm in Calgary has received 
authority on behalf of buyers to pur- 
chase an unlimited quantity of West- 
ern Canadian fibre, The fibre produced 
in the west is somewhat coarser than 
the best quality, obtained from the 
Riga district in Russia, but with prop- 
er treatment it has already been 
found that it can be used for the 
manufacture of the coarser cloths at 
least, and has great commercial pos- 
sibilities—Regina Leader.

Prohibition of Sale of Game 


— 


Attitude of Hunters Towards Proposal 
—Game Guardians Favorable 

Total prohibition of the sale of 
game is a measure which, however 
urgently required, has hitherto not 
received, in Canada, the organized 
and energetic advocacy necessary 
to ensure its early adoption and 
widespread, sympathetic support. 
Nevertheless, the cause is steadily 
gaining recognition among  off.cials 
directly connected with the work ot 
protecting wild life. The following 
extract from the latest report of tho 
chief game guardian of Saskatche- 
wan is important, as indicating the 
favor with which hunters as well as 
game guardians view the proposal to 
prohibit absolutely the sale of game: 

“The agitation for an amendment to 
the Game Act, prohibiting the sale of 
game, is gaining strength. Last year 
we put the question to our game 
guardians, and they were almost uaar 
imous in prohibiting the sale of al 
kinds of game. This year we thought 
it would be advisable to get the opin- 
ions of big gamo hunters regarding 
this matter, as it was from this quar- 
ter that we expected to receive most 
opposition to this proposed amend- 
ment. Out of 158 replies received, 88 
favor prohibiting the sale of game al- 
together, 46 favor the sale of game 
and 9 favor the sale of game under 
certain conditions.” | 

Such an encouraging response from 
those who, as a class, stand to gain 
most from the commercial exploitation 
of wild life suggests that more whol2 
hearted efforts only are required to 
overcome all obstaclesgto the removal 
of this evil. The unl is ripe for a 
Dominion-wide campaign, enlisting the 
aid of all agencies directly or indirect- 
ly interested, in checking the inroads 
on our game resources. 





Duty of Americans In Canada 

Americans who have emigrated to 
Canada, those who have not already 
volunteered for service in the Prin- 
cess Pats, are in a quandary as to 
what they should do if Britain deter 
mines on conscription, They “are 
loyal to the cause of the allies.” They 
are “bearing their share of the 
taxes.” But they didn't go to Canada 
because it was Canada, but because 
there were wheat lands there to be de- 
veloped. They would nevertheless 
“fight in a second for Canada were she 
in peril,” but find themselves coldly 
indifferent toward fighting for a King 
and Royalty. We can but believe that 
they will, above all, avoid hyphena- 
tion. If they accepted homesteads 
from the Dominion and swore the oath 
of fealty to Great Britain, renouncing 
allegiance to America, their single 
duty is to be true to that oath to their 
last cent and the last drop of the 
eagle blood. The only alternative is 
to come home, if this is where their 
heart is, resume:their place and stand 
faithfully with us to whatever fate. 
—Boston Transcript.

In Swan its exhibit at the 
Toronto Fair, the C.P.R. has entirely 
Joresworn the old fashioned style of 
wheat. and grain decoration, which 
mm its first appearance ifideed had all 


che charm of novelty, although it 
wsually meant ‘the cruel sacrifice of a 


varload of good grain, ‘Three entirely 


tew features have this year been in- 
-roducedone being ‘the representa- 
jon ‘in facsimile of a standard C.P.R. 
lining car kitchen, the mysteries of 
vhich are explained to the interested 
iousewife by two C.P.R. chefs. Oc 
supying a space of only 27 ft. x 8 ft., 
-he dining car kitchen has to turn out 
seventy-five a la carte meals within 
an hour, and as a result space is econo- 
nized to a marvellous degree, and the 
pantry is a masterpiece of conveni- 
once and ingenuity. The sanitary con- 
ditions under which the food is cooked 
are here visualized as they can never 
be in the most highly colored folder, 
and on the opening day the attendants 
nad a busy time explaining to the lady 
visitors how the C.P.R. had made it 
possible to cook two eggs where only 
one had been cooked before. The skill 
of the chefs is illustrated also by 
a display of pastry and confectionery, 
one cake representing Warkworth 
Castle in Northumberland protected 
by two guns, all made of sugar icing, 
while another bride’s cake consists of 
six tiers representing the six allied 
nations, 
of course, is not forgotten, and the 


visitors carry away with them an 
amusing little pamphlet entitled, 
“Taking the Break out of Break- 


fast.” Facing the dining car kitchen 
is a realistic representation of the 
bow of a C.P.R. Great Lakes steam- 
er, approached by a gangway, with the 
invitation, ‘All abroad for the Soo, 
Port Arthur end Fort William.” Once 
on deck, the visitor is able to inspect 
an ordinary cabin, a cabin de luxe 
with four poster bed, a private bath- 
‘oom, and the Verandah Cafe, which 
this year has been introduced with 
great effect into the C.P.R. Great 
Lakes Service. The nautical char- 
acter of this exhibit is kept up by the 
sailors in charge, who take observa- 
tions and strike the bell at each hour 
—three bells or six bells, whatever the 
time may be. Nothing of the kinu 
so realistic has ever been shown in 
Toronto, or, indeed, in Canada, be- 
fore. The third section of .the 
C.P.R. exhibit interests the sports- 
man and the small boy, for it is an 
actual hunter's cabin from New Bruns- 
wick, built of logs by Harry @llen, of 
Fredericton, in the interests of the 
New Brunswick Guides’. Association 
and the St. John Tourist Association. 
The cabin is. placed in a setting of 
rocks, spruce and pines, with a very 
fine display of moose, caribou end deer 
horns lent by various sportsmen, while 
a touch of life is added by two rac- 
coons, a pair or owls which apparently 
take as much interest in the small 
boys as the sma:l boys take in them. 
It was also the intention to exhibit 
here some war relics which G. McL. 
Brown, European manager of the 
C.P.R., had ser: over from London, 
but these are displayed instead in the 
government building with the other 
war relics collected by the exhibition 
authorities. The C.P.R. exhibits thus 
loaned include an iron cross, incendi- 
ary bombs dropped from a Zeppelin, 
German soldier's helmet, specimens 
of German communications, Austrian 
bread tickets, the models of the 
cruiser H.M.S. Glasgow, the torpedo 
boat destroyer H.M.S. Mosquito and 
the auxiliary cruiser, Empress of 
Russia.

Generous Feeding 





Dairymen Should Feed Thelr Cows All 
They Will Eat 

There are certain fixed charges, 
often called overhead charges, that 
are comparatively uniform in milk 
production. For instance, the cost of 
stabling, the space required per cow, 
taxes, insurance, delivery of milk, 
ete.,, will be very uniform. The one 
factor that will fluctuate will be the 
feed gMWen. If the amount of feed 
consumed by the cuw will give the 
results indicated, then it certainly is 
to the interest of our dairymen to 
feed their cows all they will eat and 
yet keep up the fl_w of milk. Thore 
are dairies where the cows are 
being fed to this economic poin*. 
Some of the dairies have enormous 
overhead charges, yet in spite of this 
they were able to produce milk for 
fifteen cents per gallon. The secret 
lay in the extraordinary yields per 
cow. One dairyman has rather low 
overhead charges. . He also feeds his 
cows the least amcunt possible. His 
milk flow per cow is very low, du2 
primarily to .his skimp method of 
feeding, and as a result it is costing 
him over. forty cents per gallon to 
produce his milk. 

If the milk flow is increased, the 
cost of production is lowered very 
rapidly. Some investigations have 
been carried out along this line * 
which cost of production records were 
kept. It was found i. one particular 
instance that the cost of producing a 
gallon of milk wit’ the 3,000 pound 
cow was about twenty-five cents per 
gallon, with the 6,000 pound cow it 
was twelve and one-half cents, and 
with the 9,000-pound cow it was only 
a trifle over six cents. This great « > 
crease in the cost of milking per gal- 
lon is due to the increased flow per 
cow, with the overhead charges re- 
maining the same. The only increase i 
cost was for feed, which went into the 
production of milk.
